Palm .Béach County’s school 
board estimates it will require 
‘11.42 mills of local funds to ope- ' 
rate the schools during the next 
two years, 1966 through 1968, it is 
announced. 

Authorization for six of these 
11.42, mills will be subject to the 
November 2 school millage refer- 
endum, Most of the revenue raised 
by local.county millage taxes is 
used to finance the instructional 
part of school budgets. 

School tax referendums are neld 
every two years, but county school 
budgets are adopted annually. The 
total nine mills levied to support 
this current 1965-66 school budgèt, 
involves the voters’ authorization 
given at the 1963 referedum. This 
year’s authorization will be Zor the 
1966-67 and 1967-68 school years. 

State law requires county school 


i 


boards to estimate their budgets , 


two years in advance. They. then 
go to the voters and. ask for their 
authority to raise money to-meet 
the costs to.operate the schools 
during the next two years. 

Palm Beach County ‘has fre- 
quently not, used the full millage 
authority given its school board by 
Ìhe voters in these biennial refer- 
endums. School board chairman 
Louis B. Bills, for example, has 
pointed out that Palm Beach Coun- 
ty schools have ‘actuallly levied 
less taxes than they were author- 
ized to do, during the past .two 
years.
